Its expected the SIMS database will be in 
place and operational in the third quarter of FY14 and will be updated with the appropriate information by the end of the 4th quarter.

Reeent self inspeetions and a review from 
our OIG also identified that the eurrent reeords management system is not robust enough to traek with eonfidenee when a doeument should be 
reviewed, the SAG is in the proeesses of implementing a new seeurity information management system that will be automated and have the doeument 
traeking and management tools neeessary to implement a annual review and audit of all USDA doeuments. Its expeeted the SIMS database will be in 
plaee and operational in the third quarter of FY14 and will be updated with the appropriate information by the end of the 4th quarter.
